“Not Correctly Quoted,”|

Washington, June 12.—Remarks 
attributed to him in press reports of 
his recent address before the Eng- 
lish-speaking union in London, in 
which he criticised activities of 
Sinn Fein sympathizers in this 
country, were not correctly quoted, 
and were misleading, Rear Admiral 
William 8S. Sims declared in a cable- 
gram received today by Secretary 
Denby. 

“Statements that were attributed 
to me,” sald the message, “were not 
correctly quoted. Context mislead- 
ing and garbled. Report of state- 
ment is incorrect and inferentially 
wrong. Statement actually made 
was substantially the same as re- 
peatedly made in public in Amertca 
and in my book, ‘The Victory at 
Sea,” and in public addresses at 
meeting held for increasing good 
_relations between the ‘English- 
speaking people.” , 

Secretary Denby would not com- 
ment on the admiral’s message. In 
view of the fact that Mr. Denby 
yesterday revoked the remainder of 
the officer's leave of ce and 
ordered him to return at once to the 
United States to report in person at 
the navy department, it was indi- 
cated, no further steps would be 
taken in the case until Admiral 
Sims’ return. It then will be de- 
cided, it was said, whether Secretary 
Denby would press his inquiry into 
the matter. 

Admiral Sims’ reference in his 
cablegram to his speeches in- this 
country recalled the addrésses he 
made in Boston last winter, in 
which he assailed Sinn Fein sym- 


pahtizers in this country. Secretary |

Tells Tech Boys 
Of Their Duties 
As Dixie Leaders 


Dr. C.‘°B. Wilmer Delivers 
Eloquent Baccalaureate Ad- 
dress on Sunday Morning. 


Pointing g@t that the members 
of the 1921 graduating class of the 
Georgia School of Technology would 
be the future industrial leaders of 
the south, noting the economic 
changes in the south from planta- 
tion life toward industrial develop- 
ment, and stressing the point that 
mans’ sou] and its relationship with 
God should not be overlooked, if 
the young graduates were to de- 


velop “an all-round manhood,” Dr. 
C. B. Wilmer delivered an eloquent 
baccalaureate sermon to the 1921 
graduating class of Georgia Tech 
in St. Luke’s churcn Sunday morn- 
ing at 11 o’clock. After the usual 
choir music, the graduates, dressed 
in their academic roves, marched in, 
followed by members of the facul- 
ty, and took the seats reserved for 
them in front of the puipit. The re- 
mainder of the church was packed. 

The commencement exercises of 
the school will be held Monday 
morning at 10 o'clock on the schoo) 
campus, on North avenue, ex-Secre- 
cary of the Navy Josephus Daniels 
making the .main address. Mr. 
Daniels will arrive at 7 o’clock in 
the morning. . 4 

After welcoming the students and 
professors, Dr. Wilmer said that he 
had a special interest in the school, 
in that he was a friend and co-work- 
er of President K. G. Matheson, 
and that a former president of the 
school, Dr. Lyman Hall, had been 
a vestryman in his church. 


Interest in College Men, 


“My main interest is the practical 
realization of the kingdom of God 
on earth,” he said, “and living in 
the south, where I prefer to live, 
that interest takes a special form: 
the adjustment of the south to the 
conditions of true progress, thus re- 
quiring the union of all our forces, 
and particularly the help of you 
college men. 

“In the old south our men of 
talent went into one of the three 
learned professions, or becaine 
planters, and ctiltivated country 
gentlemen. Since the war between 
the states, we have been amiing 
more and more toward the indus- 
trial development of the south. 

“My purpose this morning is to 

suggest the kind of education not 
only during college years, but  f*- 
erward, that ‘an fit the managers 
of industry for the full and suce- 
cessfu] performance of their duties. 
There are, I think, three elements 
i enel education: 
“First, applied science: second 
the study of human relationships, 
as development in sociology and 
general human experience; third, 
the relation of both these to God. 
The first two of these [ need to 
discuss, and my theme is this: that 
human relationships are the out- 
grown of our relation to God. This 
is what Christ taught: ‘thou should 
love the Lord thy God with all thy 
heart, with all thy soul, with all thy 
mind, and with all thy strength. 
This is the first and great Com- 
mandment, and second is like unto 
it: Thou should love thy neighbor 
as thyself. On these two com- 
mandments rest the law and the 
church.’ 


Leads to Narrow Mindedness. 


“Religion without education, 
theology without science, ledds to 
narrow mindedness, and too often 
to taraticism. It produces but the 
caricature of a man. But educa- 
tion without religion also leads to 
narrow mindedness, and also pro- 
duces a caricature of a man. 
Knowledge ig power, but power 
may be applied for either good or 
evil ends. The late war has shown 
us what science can. do in the-way 
of destruction. You young men 
are trying to show what science 
can do in the way of construction; 
but science itself does not determine 
the ends to which scientific knowl- 
edge ie to be applied. Whether a 
man is to be selfish or unselfish, 
to serve or to be served, is not 
determined by science, but by a 
close relationship with God. A well 
rounded manhood then consists in 
doing justice to all the elements 
of our complex nature.” And he 
added that “right human relations 
can be brought about only as we 
rightly relate all men to God.” 

He spoke of the clash between 
labor and capital, and the antag- 
onisms the world over between 
races, and said that the way to 
right these conditions is, first, to 
“recognize another man as a hu- 
man being, and the child of God, 
common Father of us all. Only in 
the light of those ultimate truths 
can the differences that divide men 
be amicably, righteously and peace- 
ably settled, or even intelligently 
discussed.”

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EXPECT GOMPERS 


Asks for Reform 


10 RETAIN PLAGE: 


Little Support Seen for 
Movement to Unseat La- 
bor President on Eve of 


Convention. 


_ Denver, Colo., June 12.—The fight 
to unseat Samuel Gompers as pres- 
ident of the American Federation of 
labor had failed to gain any great 
Support among delegates on the 
eve of the opening of the annual 


convention. 

Careful canvas of many leading 
deliegaies. showed that sentiment is 
stili, apparently, as strong as ever 
in favor of retaining the veteran 
leader at the head of the labor 
movement during its present cril- 
ical hour. 

The so-calle@ radical element in 
the iabor organization, which has 
fought Gompers tor many years, is 
the nucleus of the anti-Giompers 
sentiment. It has gained some 


ers, who claim the Federation has 
not given proper support to the 
struggle ot the Irish people for 
freedom, as pledged in the Mon- 
treal convention. Add to this a 
small representation whe bDelieve 
the affairs of the Federation could 
have been handled in better shape 
to prevent wage cuts and wide- 
spread unemployment, and the total 
of the crystallized anti-Gompers 
sentiment is reached. 

Developments in the convention, 
which opens here Monday, may re- 
sult in recruiting other factions 
against the aged leader. If this 
happens and a candidate is put for- | 
ward who is more acceptable to all 
factions as a sort of compromise. 
they may be able to give Gompers 
a close race. 

Many propositions are coming 
before the convention which might 
very easily cause a serious split. 
This was demonstrated Saturday 
when delegates representing 300,000 
carpenters and joiners walked out 
of the Building and Trades council 
following a dispute over rulings by 
the national board of jurisdiction. 

This question of jurisdictional 
rulings will be the subject of a bit- 
ter fight in the convention. The 
wide scope of unemployment, the 
cutting of wages and the open shop 
movement are also questions of such 
vital moment to the labor men that 
the majority of the delegates are at 
high tension. 

John L. Lewis, head of he Unit- 
ed Mine Workers, is the man most 
prominently mentioned in connec- 
tion with whatever fight may be 
waged against Gompers. The suc- 
cess with which he has handled his 
organization through several criti- 
cal periods has won admiration 
from many labor leaders of stand-- 
ing. 

Gompers is taking a passive posi- 
tion. He declares he is making no 
fight to ceatain the presidency and 
that if the delegates desire to re- 
place him he will be Quite satisfied. 


ASKS-INVESTIGATION 
FARMING DEPRESSION 


BY CLARK HOWELL, JR.,

Washington, June 12.—(By Con- 
Stitution Leused Wire.)—Declaring 
that American agriculture is facing 
nation-wide bankruptcy unless re- 
lief from existing deplorable condi- 
tions is promptly secured, J. S. Wan- 
namaker, president of the American 
Cotton association, has written 
southern congressmen outlining the 
provisions of a joint resolution, the 
adoption of which he believes will 
remedy the present situation. - The 
resolution is as follows: 

Whereas, the $80,000,000,000 of 
wealth estimated in 1920 as being 
invested in the agriculture of the 
nation, is facine unparalleled de- 
pression, creating a situation 
fraught with grave danger to the 
future progress of the United States, 
and, x 

Whereas, American farmers are 
suffcringe incalculable losses _be- 
cause of restricted credits, stagnat- 
ed markets and limited exports of 
staple products. which factors are 
greativ curtailing the primarv 
wealth production of the nation, and 
if continued wil} cause widespresd 
bankruptevy and ruin of thousands 
of farmers, and check the wheels of 
commerce and trauspourtation: 

Therefore, be it resolved. by the 
senate, the house concurring, that 
a joint commission of members of 
the senate and members of the 
house, be apnointed by their re- 
snective presiding officers for the 
following specific duties: 


Seeks Probe. 


First—to ascertain, by full and 
complete investigation, the causes 
which have contributed to the pres- 
ent deplorable conditions of Ameri- 
can agriculture. 

Second—To ascertain the causes 
which have destroyed markets for 
agricultural products (except fn a 
limited way and far below the cost 
of production) and, in cases of 
staple crops, like cotton, at one- 
third the actual cost of production 
to producers; the causes for dfras- 
tic deflation and restrictions of 
credits in the agricultural sections 
of the country, which have prac- 
tically destroved the purchasing and 
debt-paying power of the producers, 
and rendered them unable to carry 
on farming operations, except on a 
limited scale of restricted produc- 
tion: the causes for restricted pro- 
duction; the cauSes for restricted 
exnorts of staple farm products. 

Third—That said commission be 
authorized to make a nation-wide 
investigation of these important and 
vital matters: that it have the pow- 
er to subpoena witnesses to testify 
under oath and to cover fully every 
source of information. 

To Rush Work. 


Fourth—That said commission be 
instructed to complete its findings 
within the shortest possible period 
of time, with recommendations for 
speedy measures of relief by con- 
gress and other governmental 
sources, and that a copy of its re- 
port be submitted to the senate and 
house, and the copies transmitted 
to the president of the United 
States and the secretary of agri- 
culture. 

Fifth—That the said commission 
be empowered to employ clerical 
help, stenographers and incur such 
other necessary expenses to enable 
it to make and complete the inves- 
tigations authorized, the expenses of 
the same to be paid on approved 
vouchers out of the funds of the 
treasury not otherwise appropriat- 
ed.

“I am afraid of the modern 
dance, but the only way of reform- 
ing it is from the inside,” declared 
Dr. L. O. Bricker, pastor of the 
Firer Christian church, in address- 
ing the young people of his church 
yestcercay morning. <A large au- 
dience assembled to hear his sermon 
on the current social probleme of 
the day.

I could wish that there were 
no dances at all. But I know very 
well that my fears and wishes do 


not alter the fact that the dance is 
a human institution and that has 
always been in the world and prob- 
ably always will be. But I suspect 
that the dance was never so bad 
as it is today. 

“There are multitudes of 
wpoung people of this church 

go to dances’. I am not saying 
it is right and proper that 

should go. I am saying this: 
you go to dances, and when you 
ZO, remember that the church to 
Which you belong has not excom- 
municated you, nor put you beyond 
the pale. This.church has no rules 
by which it se¥ks to govern the 
conduct of ite members. When you 
go to a dance, you go as a member 
of the First Christian chureh. You‘ 
are really representing this church 
at that particular’-dance. Wherever 
you go, go as a Christian. If you 
see things there that are wrong, 
dangerous, unclean and unwhole- 
some, remember that Jesus Christ 
has laid upon you the injunction 
to be “as wise as the serpent.” It 
requires the wisdom of the serpen

time—this is a part of the Chris- 
tian revelation. It is the Christian 
method of overcoming the evil by 
the good. For after all there is 
nothing else in this world that 1s 
60 winsome, adorable, and lovable 
as genuine Christianity in a gen- 
uine human being.” 
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Harding Approves 
Military Training 
Plan for Citizens 


Hopes to See Wide Adop- 
tion of Voluntary Train- 
ing Idea. 


Washington, June 22.—President 
Harding hopes to see established 
during his administrathon a com- 
nrehensive system of voluntary mili- 
tary training, under which at least 
100,000 men will receive instruction 
each year. 

The president made this statement 
in urging support for citizens’ mili- 
tary training camps which’ are to 
be operated this summer. The pres- 
ident expressed hope that as many 
young men as possible will attend 
these camps. 

“I hope every young man who can 
arrange it will attend one of the 
citizens’ military training camps to 
be conducted this summer by. the 
war department in each state of 
the nine army training corps areas,” 
said the president. 

“In this way he will fncrease his 
worth to the nation and obtain in- 
dividual benefits of priceless value 


in which. he lives. 
“T hope to see established during 
my administration a comprehensive 


ing for at least 100,000 men each 
year. Every young man wfo is 
willing to prepare himself for the 
defense of his country should be 
given an opportunity to do so. 

“Our present national defense 
law established an economical and 
democratic military policv thorough: 
Iv consistent with our national tra- 
ditions. It provides for a small 
regular army to be augmented bv 
great citizen forces in event of 
national emergency. This {gs our 
traditional militarv’ policy.” 

The president noints out that the 
armv of the United States com- 
nrises the rerular army. the na- 
tional guard and the organized roe- 
serve, and adds: “Fvery natriotic 
citizen should enconrace the deve}- 
onment of these forces, each with- 
rin its proper sphere.”

In Patriotic Ecstasy, Ath- 
ens Crowds Bid God- 
speed to Monarch Who 
Gambles With Fate. 


Athens, June 12.—Athens once more 
is in a patriotic ecstasy as King 


Constantinople’s message delivered 
on sailing for Smyrna, is repeated in 
the streets, by a praying,’ bighly 
emotional, candle - light-parading 
populace. 

“I got to lead my armies yonder,” 
said Constantine’s dramatic address 
to the nation, “where Hellenism 

© Nturies. With the 
aid of the all highest victory will 
crown the efforts of our race, ad- 
vancing irresistibiy toward its des- 
tiny. 
“Trusting in divine assistance, in 
my heroic army, in the unconquer- 
able moral force of Hellenic ideals, l 
go where the accomplishment of 
these supreme national associations 
calis me.” 

As Constantine, the crown prince, 
Premier Gounaria, Minister of War 
Theotokis and other dignitaries pro- 
gressed through the streets to the 
point where he embarked on the bat- 
tleship Lemnos, formerly the U. S. 
S. Idaho, he was swept along on 
waves of hysterical, popular enthusi- 
asm outrivallinge the acclaim that 
greeted him on his return from exile 
in Lucerne. Al! about him in a pro- 
tective formation marched the stal- 
warts of the famous palace regiment 
of Evzones, a mountaineer unit of 
especia) devotion to the person of 
the king. . 

King Tino yt greece to win al] 
or lose all on the success or failures'| 
of the impending Greek offensive in 
Asia Minor. In this attack he is 
playing his trump. 

Already. with bombardments of 
[neboli,, Zougouldak and Karemur- 
sal by Greek squadrons and the sink- 
ing of two Turkish merchant boats 
by a Greek destroyer, the offen- 
sive has begun at-sea. Heavy casu- 
alties were inflicted and consider- 
able property damage effected at 
Ineboli and Zougouldak, both on 
the Asia Minor coast and the Black 
sea. The shore batteries of Ineboli 


| 


returned the fire, but did no. dam- 
age. The results of the attack on 
Karemursal, which is on the sea 
of Marmora, are not Known. The 
sinking of the merchant boats is 
consiic-ed a valuable feat of arms 
as the ships were said to be laden 
with munitions for the Turkish na- 
tionalists. 

However, these activities are but 
incidents of great developments. 
Great political movements are ap- 
parently under way. 

In the first place, King Con- 
stantine has promised. Greece that 
he will restore the antient Byzan- 
tine empire. that he will become 
emperor with his throne in the an- 
cient Greek carital Constanti- 
nople. Greek officials probably ad- 
mit to themselves that nothing 
short of a military mftracle can en- 
able them to succeed in the field, 
but they hope that a few impres- 
sive military succegses in the first 
force of their attack will enable 
them to win assistance from the 
allies who so far have been indif- 
ferent to say the least toward the 
fortunes of Greece against the 
Kemalists. 

Greek officials are in high hopes 
because of the arrival of several 
Britist battleshins with appronriate 
complement of destroyers in Turk- 
ish and Greek waters. Among the 
ships its H. M. S. Iron Duke. tt is 
hoped that this may prove to be a 
forecast. of Britisl. co-operation. 
The French and Italians, formerly 
pro-Kemalist, are now neutral be- 
cause of the repudiation of the Paris 
and Rome agreements, negotiated 
through Sami Bey. by the govern- 
ment at Angora. Two British bat- 
tleshirs,. two destroyers and a trans- 
port passed Mitylene in the Aegean 
sea heading for the Sea of. Mar- 
mora. 


Impending Battle 
May Decide Rule 
Over Asia Minor 


Constantinople, June 12.—The his- 
toric capital is again resounding 


to the hum of military activity. on 
the eve of what may prove to be a 
decisive eonflict for the domination 
of Asia Minor, with the Greeks om 
the one hand and the Turkish na- 
tionalists on the other, as the most 
active combatants. The city is 
crowded with allied forces and addi- 
tional British troops are arriving 
from Malta. while the imposing 
Franco- British fleet is on the 


scene, 
From the Armenian frontier. On 


the one side, and the Ionian sea on 
the other. the opposing armies are 
reported marching to the impend- 
ing battles over the anc?f@Mt fighting 
ground which has echoed from time 
immemorial to the tramp of oppos- 
in forces and the clash of arms. 


Regardless of the sanguinary his- 
tory of the last seven years, ail the 


forces involved are going ahead 
with their military preparations in 
apparent cheerfulness, proclaiming 
confidence in their arms. 

Over at Angora, the Turkish na- 
tionalists’ seat of government, 
Henri Franklin-Bouillon is making 
an effort on behalf of the French 
government to patch up a-~ peace 
with the militant organization of 
Mustapha Kemal Pasha, whose gov- 
ernment repudiated the agreement 
made by its representatives in Eu- 
rope for a settlement of the out- 
standing difticulties with the 
French. (In this cunnection it may 
be noted that a Paris dispatch of 
June 10 quoted Premier Briand as 
declaring that the progress of the 
negotiations between France and the 
Turkish nationalists gave reason 
for hope of a favorable settle- 
ment.) 

Declarations are heard here also 
by representatives of all sides that 
they are anxious for peace, but, 
while the word “peace” is frequently 
heard, it is far from being present 
in fact at-the moment, and few in- 
dications are evident here that there 
is much prospect of realizing it 
for the troubled Near East. 

Thus far bolshevik troops in large 
numbers have not joined the nma- 
tilonalists. but they are watching. 
and have ready several divisions for 
the? Turks, with a distinct offer of 
twelve. The bolshevik concentra- 
tions in Bessarabia also may be used 
if the opporunity presents. 


The beginning of the offensive, 
it is feared here, will be the signal 
for new outrages by bandits and 
irregular troops in Thrace and Asia 
Minor on the part of both the Turks 
and the Greeks. The Greek popu- 
lation in Samsun and other points 
is being deported into the interior. 
and 3.000 Armenians have been de- 
ported by the Turks from _Bilejik 
and other places in the Brussels 
zone. . 

The Greek battleship Kilkis, for- 
merly the U. S. S. Mississipp!, to- 
day shelled Inebors (Ineboli, on the 
Black sea). There were numerous 
casualties and many buildings were 
damaged, including the Konak, the 
official residence of the government. 


The British navy is 2onsidering 
the adoption of the American sys- 
tem of mounting three main battery 
guns inaturret. The 16-inch naval 
riflé, which is being mounted ir all 
the American new major ships and 
heretofore unused in the British 


navy. is also under consideration. 


Body of K idnaped ; 
Boy Is Discovered 
Floating in River 


New York, June 12.—The body of 
a seven year old hoy found floating 
in the Hudson river yesterday off 
Piermont, was identified tonight 
as that of Giuseppe Varotta, kid- 
naped May 24 and held for ransom. 
The identification was made by the 
boy's father, Salvatore Varetta, who 
went to Piermont with detectives 


“as soon as the New York police were 


notified. 


The boy disappeared while at play: 


in front of his ho..e and his parents 
believed he had been lost. After the 
police had searched the city for two 
days the child’s mother received a 
letter demanding $2,500 for the safe 
return of her son, The letter threat- 
ened the child and the other mem- 
bers of the family with death if the 
money was not paid. 

A woman detective posing as a 
cousin of Mrs. Varotta a few days 
tater trapped five men who came fn 
response to a letter from the mother 
offering $500 for the return of the 
child. The police believed that the 
arrests of the five men would 
frighten the others into returning 
Giuseppe. They continued their 
search, aided by private detectives 
and prominent wealthy persons who 
became interested in the case, but 
no trace of the missing boy could 
be found. : 

The five men are now in prison 
awaiting under $20,000 bonds each 
on indictments charging them with 
being implicated in the attempted 
extortion of money from Varotta. ° 

The body had been in the water 
for so long a time that immediate 


burial was necessary. The clothing 
was identified by the father. 

As he recognized the soaked and 
faded Khaki blouse, the small red 
sarters and the blue cuffs that the 
child wore, he collapsed, crying out, 
“that’s my boy, my boy, my Giu- 
seppe!”’ 

It was some time béfore he re- 
covered sufficiently to complete his 
identification of all the clothing.

Miss True, by ‘the way. is an at- 
tractive little blonde, bobbed-haired 
and with little hesitancy when it 
comes to talking of ages. She is 
an advertising free lance. 

When an Atlanta ad man com- 
mented on the youth of the New 
York delegation, men and women, 
and asked her if Gotham sent down 
anybody more than 25 years of age, 
she at once admitted that she was 
past that age, and claimed that 
She had plenty of company (she 
looks 18).

New York came south in two dele- 
Sations. Most gf the men decided 
to take train, saving time there- 
by. In this delegation’ were ap- 
proximately 100 New Yorkers.

“It looked to me like there were 
some three or four hundred auto- 
mobiles there to bring us to our 
hotels.” he said. “It was the first 
time in the history of the conven- 
tion, as far as I remember, when 
accommodations were so complete.” 

New Yorkers announced Sunday 
that thev had not yet decided on 
their choice for the next conventior. 
Milwaukee is working hard to swing 
this city into lMne, and at present 
ts the only announted candidate. 
but The Posters’ delegation at a 
meeting Saturday declared in favor 
of Detroit.

The Pan-American Advertising 
association will be the only foreign 
trade body to function at this year’s 
world advertising convention. Scien- 
tific advertising, which has played 
such an important part in the de- 
velopment of the art of merchan- 
dising in the United States, has 
as yet not been applied to any 
great extent in foreign fields. It 
is believed by a large body of 
thinking advertising men that the 
next great stage in the develop- 
ment of advertising will be that 
which applies to international] mer- 
chandising. . 

Better Facilities. : 

Despite the great lead which the 


United States obtained in foreign 
trade due to the accident of war, 


it is realized by many that mer- 
chants and bankers of this coun- 
try are yet novices in that impor- 
tant phase of marketing. For years 
European rivals have led the 
United States because of better 


banking, shipping and salesmanship} 


facilities. Now that the war has 
supplied this country with a mer- 


‘chant marine, and some of Aimeri- 


ca’s great banking institutions have 
established branches throughout the 
world, the United States will be on 
@& more nearly equal footing in the 
matter of the keen competitive trade 
war which is beginning’ to evidence 
itself in many foreign markets, par- 
ticularly those of Latin-America. 

The British, French, Belgian, Ital- 
ian, Spanish and’ German merchants 
are already pressing the United 
States uncomfortably in those re- 
gions. The Germans are in many 
cases underquoting America by as 
much as 40 per cent. There is a 
suspicion on the part of many of 
our exporters that this is a move 
to frighten the North American 
from those markets. It is realized 
that such price cutting is not in- 
telligent under any other supposi- 
tion, It is felt that if, these Ger- 
man firms continue along these 
lines that it will mean eventual 
bankruptcy inasmuch as their laid 
down price in the foreign port can- 
not take into consideration a scien- 
tifically arrived at cost of produc- 
tion figure. Nevertheless, the gréat 
appreciation of the American dol- 
lar, and the low labor cost of our 
European rivals, will always make 
them very dangerous rivals on a 
competitive price basis, 

Formidable Handicap. 

These are the rather formidable 
handicaps which the ‘American 
world merchant must overcome if 
he is to maintain the lead which 
he now possesses. The tools of 
foreign trade are men, ships, banks, 
investments and advertising. It is 
the consensus of opinion that up to 
date European rivals outctass Amer-+ 
ica in the first four of these essen- 
tials. This country does, however, 
very materially outclass them in 
the matter of Applying advertising 
as an aid to merchandising, and a 
drive will be made to educate mer- 
chants to the importance of utiliz- 


ing this advantage in getting their 
message across to customers in the 
various countries of the old and 
new world,

Austrian 


Plebiscites 


BY FRANK H. SIMONDS 


The Salzburg plebiscite, following 
that which took place in the Tyrol, 
a few weeks ago—and giving simi- 
larly overwhelming majorities for 
union with Germany, serves to re- 
open all the old discussion on the 
subject of the ultimate disposition 
of the hamelands of the Hapsburgs. 
Shall Austria, in whole, or bit by 
bit, be added to Germany? This is 
the question. In place of the gen- 
eral agitation for such union, which 
was current months ago, 
have an effort to arrive by 
meal, province by province, 
speak, 

Yet it ig clear that the question 
raised by Salzburg and the Tyrol 
is slightly different from the main 
question of Austria. The Paris set- 
tlement, by carrying the _ Italian 
boundary to.the crests of the Alps 
and giving the Italians not only the 
Latin populations on the middle 
Adige about Trente and at the head 
of Lago di Garda, but also the 
German-speaking communes includ- 
ing Meran and Bozen, created a sit- 
uation which can hardly’ endure, 
Viewed .from the economic stand- 
point. 

Actually, in place of the very con- 
siderable Tyrol, of 1914, with an 
area greater than that of New Jer- 
sey and Delaware and a population 
of more than a million, there re- 
mains now only a thin strip of ter- 
ritory between the Bavarian fron- 
tier and the crests of the Alps, more 
than a hundred and twenty miles 
from east to west, but hardly more 
than thirty miles from north to 
south and comprising what was left 
of the Tyrol, rather less than the 
area of Connecticut, and the pro- 
vince of Salzburg, which is slightly 
larger than Rhode Island. The lines 
of communication of these regions, 
shorn as they are of more than half 
of their old territory, lead north 
into Bavaria and south into Italy 
and there exist the markets on 
which they depend. As a faction 
of Austria they constitute hence- 
forth a political anomaly and an 
economic absurdity. 

Question of Austria. 
‘ Yet it is patent that whatever 
might be the decision of the French, 
who hold the right of veto with re- 
Spect to these regions, were they 
isolated, since their fate is but a 


detail in the large question of the 
whole of Austria, there is no present 
chance of European sanction. Were 
Germany to be allowed to annex 
Austria, she would instantly ac- 
guire more than 30,000 square miles 
of territory and above 6,000,000 of 
people, she would, in a word, find 
herself equal in population and 
larger in area than when she at- 
tacked her neighbors nearly seven 
years ago. . 

And the question of Austria in- 
stantly involves that of Czecho- 
Slovakia.’ If Germany ever absorbs 
the old Hapsburg lands between the 
Danube and Switzerland, Czecho- 
Slovakia will become no more than 
an immense peninsula protruding 
into German territory, nearly sur- 
rounded and relying upon German 
ports, rivers and railways for all 
its important communications with 
the outside world. Thus the eco- 
nomic and later the political absorp- 
tion of Bohemia and Moravia would 
almost invariably follow the union 
of Austria with Germany. 


But this would gmean to add not 
6,000,000 but nearly 16,000,000 to 
Germany, insuring her the complete 
domination of the middle of Europe, 
making her once more the most 


powerful nation on the continent 
and bestowing upon her.all the old 
fatal temptation for world power. 
through expansion to the Balkans 
and to Asia Minor, It would carry 
with it deadly perf, not merely nor 
even chiefly to France, but to all 
“ . 


piece- 
so to 


we now. 


the so-called succession states, Po- 
hand, Czecho-Slovakia, Rumania and 
Jugo-Slavia, which would find 
themselves again across the path- 
way of Teutonic ambition. 


France Against Union. 
Thus we have France, supported 
by all these succession states, set- 


ting her. face solidly against the 
union of any portion of Austria 
with Germany. As for Italy, she, 
too, objects, but solely because the 
Tyrolese patriots, who now clamor 
for union with Germany, similarly 
demand the return to their province 
of the German-speaking districts 
between Bozen and the Brenner, 
which Italy acquired at Paris. Here, 
and here alone, Italy finds herself 
Vitally interested for the rest, her 
present bitterness at France wonld 
lead her, were this little irredentism 
eliminated, to view with equanim- 
ity AuStria’s disappearance into the 
arms of the Reich. 

Today there are two great ques- 
tions in Europe, that of Austria and 
that of Poland. Over long years 
German policy, while seeking to pre- 
Serve peace with Great Britain by 
abandoning any challenge and en- 
deavoring to avoid a new war with 
France, by eleventh-hour submis- 
Sions to such French demands as 
have British and American support, 
will strive to regain her provinces 
lost to Poland and acquire those 
Hapsburg lands in Austria and in 
Czecho-Slovakia, which constitute in 
the German mind details in the un!- 
fication of the German tribes. 


If Germany can achieve tnese two 


things, while escaping a new 
French war, while she remains 
necessarily disarmed, her future 
will be assured, and she can look 
forward to resuming her old aspira- 
tions on the Vistula, the Rhine and 
the lower Danube, when time has 
healed the wounds and removed the 
chains resulting from the last con- 
flict. Thus, under the surface of 
what seems to be no more than an 
issue involving the principle of 
self-determination and resting upon 
economic arguments which cannot 
be gainsaid, one discovers the same 
old world issues of power. 

Locked up with the fate of Salz- 


burg and the Tyrol is that of the 
still smaller Austrian province of 
the Voralberg at the eastern end of 
Lake Constance and on the east 
bank of the Rhine before it enters 
that lake. Voralberg has voted for 
union with Switzerland. The Swiss 
have temporarily rejected the prof- 
fer, but one may conjecture that if 
Germany acquires Salzburg and the 
Tyrol, Voralberg will ultimately fal] 
to the Helvetian republic. But, while 
many great powers in Europe are 
hungry for more land and hostile 
to any surrender of their own terri- 
tory, the Swiss show surprisingly 
little interesf in extending their 
frontiers—indeed, look upon all such 
suggestions, even when neither war 
nor jealousy may result, with frank 
suspicion. There is at least one na- 
tion in Europe which does not de- 
sire to expand, which is in itself.a 
striking circumstance.

For Disarmament 


“If all the churches of 
Stood together and insisted upon 
disarmament, their influence would 
cauSe America to lead the world in 
this important step toward world 
peace,” declared the Rey. Israel H. 
Noe, speaking. Sunday morning be- 
fore a large congregation at the 
Church of the Incarnation, Epis- 
copal. 

lt was the opinion of Mr. Noe that 
Sanity should mark every step the 
churches took, and that if world 
disarmament should be accom- 
plished, it would be slow 
and gradual progress, 

Mr. Noe expressed himself in fa- 
vor of the Borah resolution as pass- 
ed by the senate; as opposed to the 
resolution of the house committee 
on foreign affairs. “The Borah 
resolution is more practical,” he 
said. “It calls for a conference of 
the leading naval countries of the 
world—the United States, Great 
Britain and Japan—to consider the 
naval disarmament of those coun- 
tries. 

“Any conference that should un- 
dertake to bring about a materia] 
reduction in land forces at the 
present time would meet with mis- 
erable failur@ France would never 
consider a reduction in land forces 
for a moment until she is satisfied 
that Germany will falfill her repa- 
raloms age and will not again 
ecome a m ary men 
French frontier.” oe 

Mr. Noe characterized the resolu- 
tion of the house committee on for- 
eign relations as indefinite, imprac- 
ticable, futile and foolish.

Senator Edge declared unequiyo- 
cally that tne tormation of the 
export banking corporations under 
the provisions of the law he fram- 
ed and helped pass a little more 
than a year ago will be of unques- 
tioned influence in strengthening 
the cotton industry by providing 
and opening up many fields for tne 
sale of this product which, under 
present condition, the cotton pro- 
ducers have not been able to reacn. 

“While cotton is just one of the 
products of this country which will 
be helped, it is certain that When 
the new banks organized under the 
new law become operative and form 
their connections in foreign mar- 
kets and begin to function by exX- 
tending credits to those countries 
a better feeling will be created and 
the flow of exports from this coun- 
try will be increased,’ Senator 
Edge : said. 

Three Banks Functioning. 

At present there are three banks 
already functioning under the Edge 
act, one of them being located in 
New Orleans. Robert F. Maddox 
and John K. Ottley, of Atlanta, de- 
serve mu@h of the credit of the 
formation of the New Orleans bank, 
Senator Edge declared. 

“The formation of these banks 
aimply means that a system is 
created under which credits can be 
extended through discounts, to the 
very countries that need the sur- 
plus products of America. There 
will be and is a surplus of cotton 
and there will be surpluses of many 
other products. It etands to reason 
that when we are producing more 
than we can consume we must seek 
foreign markets for our goods. To 
supply these foreign markets now 
under the post-bellum condition re- 
quires the establishing of a system 
of financing contemplated in the 
Edge act. The law is a new one 
and is working as Well as a new 
law would work. There may be 
some minor changes needed but it 
will require time to find out what 
revision, if any, is needed.” 

Senator Edge arrived in Atlanta 
Sunday afternoon and was met by 
Robert F. Maddox, president of the 
Atlanta National] bank, and one of 
the executive officers of the new 
Export Banking corporation recent- 
ly organized at New Orleans under 
provisions of the Edge law. 

To Deliver Address. 

Monday morning Senator Edge 
will deliver an address before the 
advertising clubs on the subject 
“Getting at the World Markets to 
Control] Trade.” 

In his speech Senator Edge ex- 
pects to discuss the relationship of 
advertising and advertising men to 
the development of trade for the 
United States in the fields which 
will be opened through the opera- 
tion of the banks operating under 
the Edge law. 

Governor Allen discussed the ef- 
fect of the decision handed down 
by the Kansas supreme court hold-

“If the Kansas law had been ope- 
rating in Alabama last winter the 
strike situation in the mines near 
Birmingham could not have been 
created,” Governor Allen said. 
Both Governor Allen and Senator

many of whom were in no manner 
connected with the world associa- 
tion. Announcement was made 
that several of.the largest delega- 
tion such as, for example, that of 
Chicago, had been delayed en route 
and, therefore, would be unable to 
participate. 

Governor Allen's address was re- 
ceived with the warmest show of 
cordiality.. He held the rapt at- 
tention of his his vast audience 
from the very start to the last word 
in conclusion. His appeals for a 
better Americanism and war upon 
the objectionable element in the 
labor, world responsible for the fo- 
mentation of strikes, etc., were par- 
ticularly acclaimed. 

The visiting executive’s speech 
hinged upon certain experiences he 
had during his past and present ad- 
ministration of Kansas state af- 
fairs, chief among which were the 
recent difficulties with coal miners 
who threw down their picks and 
shovels at a time in the dead of 
winter when Kansas citizenry was 
shivering for want of fuel. 

Citizens Answer Call. 
It was then that the best ele- 
ment in his state asserted itself, 
said the governor, for in answer to 
his appeal for 11,000 men to run 
the mines the numbers answering 
were overwhelming. It was such 
indomitable spirit, he declared, that 
carried the American soldier to vic- 
tory and gave him cne strength to 
hold the lines against the Germans 
when everywhere else they were 
weakening and the doom of Paris 
seemed sealed. Those volunteers 
had never Known tne feel of a 
pick handle in their hands, he stat- 
ed; they realized only that the in- 
were suffering from cold, 
and that something had to be done 
at once—by Kansans.

I know ot- 
no activity that challenges Amer- 
ica today with a greater need of 
reformation than the _ industrial 
world, andI can thisafternoon speak 
against that loose pnilosophy that 
has grown up in America during 
the last four years, that that is, the 
choicest philosophy of life that 
would put ‘n the least and take 
out the most. To this great coun- 
try of achievement preaching the 
value of slacking effort, and it is 
not an American idea. We are 
borrowing so many ideas out of the 
aftermath of the European war, 
and this has come to us with the 
—— of all the European poison 
n it. 

Hinders Progress. 


“Because it has very seriously 
hindered the progress of getting 
back to that well-known, but little 
understood, station called normaicy, 
we are reducing production, and we 
are confronted with the thought 
that there is in this effort to get all 
you can out of as small an effort as 
possible, a desire to control not the 
subject of salary, but the subject of 
procuction. 

“Following Larkin’s philosophy to 
his fellow garment makers, this is 
what happened in New York. In 
1917 one factory of that great city 
produced 37,000 garments at-a wage 
cost of $2,800 per week. In 1920, the 
year they took his,advice, that same 
garment factory’ produced 22,000 
garments at.a wage cost of $7,000 
per week. Today we suffer a threat 
of commercial paralysis on account 
of the subject of transportation. I 
got this beautiful contribution of 
truth out of a railroad circular, giv- 
ing the new classification for shop- 
crafts. If you are going to remove 
the nozzle-tip from a locomotive, 
the first thing you now have to do

is to send for a boiler maker and 
his helper, because you have to open 
the door, and opening the door isa 
boiler maker’s job. And then, you 
have to send for a blower-pipeman 
and his helper, because > removing 
the tip is a blower-pipeman’s job. 
And then, you have to'send, for the 
Purpose of restoring the broken 
part, for a machinisr and his helper, 
because that is a machinist’s job. 
So now to remove and replace the 
nozzle-tip from a locomotive en- 
gine, a thing that ought to be as 
Simple as unharnessing a team of 
mules, you send for three master 
mechanics and three helpers, Be- 
fore this new ‘classification was 
made, it was all done by one handy 
man about the place called a 
‘helper’—and we wonder why the 
cost of everything has gone up. 


Cost of Labor. 


“Why in 1917, 1,735,000. railroad 
men drew $1,740,000,000. Now, doing 
less business, running fewer trains, 
handling shorter freight, 1,995,000 
draw $3,808,000,000. Before that 
time, under the old figures, the cost 
of maintaining a railroad divided it- 
self into elements, and the~labor 
cost was 42 per cent of the whole. 
Now it is 66 per cent of the whole. 
And so, what I am preaching today 
is the need that the state shall come 
into the situation and, by the exer- 
cise-of impartial justice, operate so 
that there shall not be too much 
here or too much there, that there 
Shall not be an overloading of the 
Situation either in the official end 
of the management of the railroad 
od the shop end or in the traffic 

“I would not speak so confi- 
dentially abgut the possibility of 
this program if we had not tried it 
Out in my state. I think you are 
all familiar with the coal strike of 
a year ago last winter. I do not re- 
mmber how you suffered here, but 
up in Kansas, when the strike 
came, we were out of fuel. With 
the exception of the prudent who 
had filled their private bins, we did 
mot have any. In two weeks, in the 
capital city. we were obliged to 
colse the schoolhouses: in three 
weeks they were suffering in 
homes. There was threat of suffer- 
ing in hospitals. 

“Then I went to the. supreme 
court of my state and asked if they 
would not turn over to the state, 
under a receivership the mines, in 
order that we might produce, under 
state overation, enough fuel to keep 
the people from freezing. 

Justice Surprised, 

“T will never forget the look of 
mild surprise that came into the 
face of the chief justice of our su- 
preem court, a great man, who has 
served us in that capacity for thir- 
ty-five years. 

“He ‘Said: ‘Well, governor, upon 
what allegation do you want to take 
over these mines?” And 1] am no 
lawyer, so I said, ‘Judge, whatever 
allegation you think will work.’ 

“You know men have been kind 
enough to give me credit for cour- 
age in connection with the coal- 
mining venture. I want to tell you 
that the first credit for courage be- 
longs to the supreme court of my 
state, which did not hesitate to do 
a needful thing merely Decause it 
was a new thing to do. 

“And after they had turned over 
the mines to me, I went for ten 
days pleading with the miners to go 
back to work, offering them a com- 
fortable sort of compromise in the 
way of wages and guarantee of 
further prosperity, and holding be- 
fore them the picture of the suffer- 
ing that would ensue if thev per- 
sisted in their .determination not 
only that ghey would not dig any 
coal, but they would not let any- 
body else dig coal. And in justice 
to great many of these miners, they 
came to me out of the metings by 
the thousands, saying ‘that we 
would like to go back to work, but 
until weget the permission of the 
president of the federation of miners, 
we do not dare go back.’ 

; Issued Calt. 

‘When I saw that those whose 
duty it was to mine coal to keep us 
from freezing did not intend to do 
it, I issued a call for volunteers. 
and in 24 hours. more than 11.000 
people of my state, many of whom 
had never seen a coal mine, sent 
me word that they would come and 
dig coal to keep the people of the 
estate from suffering the awful hor- 
ror of a fuel famine.” (Applause.)

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these young men in France. I had 
seen them overcoming such obsta- 
cles that when Alexander Howitt, 
the president of the District Fed- 
eration of Miners, told me that not 
a pound of coal would be produced 
in the Pittsburg district except by 
union labor, that not a pound ever 
had been and that not a pound ever 
would be, remembering what I had 
seen these great lads do in France, 
well I knew he was in for a sur- 
prise at least. (Applause.) 

“And these boys as they produced 
for ue that fuel produced for us 
Other service more important in its 
fundamental value than the fuel, 
much as we needed the fuel. They 
taught us all to realize this great 
truth that the state has the rignt 
to protect the public against any- 
body’s strike. (Applause). As soon 
as the strike was broken, and when 
help relieved the emergency in 
Kansas, a special session of the 
legislature was called to write upon 
the statute books a law making it 
impossible in the future for any 
combination either of capital or of 
labor to bring to bear upon the 
helpless public that hellish thing 
they call economic pressure. 

“I am glad to tell yon that after 
three weeks of the clogest sort of 
study of the situation, both by the 
house and the senate, in meetings 
in which every man who represent- 
ed any angle of the controversy was 
invited to speak, t passed the 
law substanfially as it had been 
written with only seven votes 


against it in the house, only four’ 


votes against it jn the* senate and 
they passed it with a full set of 
teeth on both the upper and the 
lower jaw. ’ 

“The law holds that the right 
to work is just as sacred as the 
right to loaf, and that it is the duty 
of the government to protect both 
men in their natural inclinations, 
The law does not go'‘into the sub- 
ject of the open and closed Shop. 
It says that all men who labor, and 
allmen who employ labor, have the 
right to enter any sort of contract 
that is honorable, and it legalizes 
collective bargaining if they wish to 
use collecting bargaining, but it 
says that when men have entered 
into a bargain, that is a bargain, 
and the state will stand behind the 
contract, if it is an honorable con- 
tract. 

“My friends, if the government 
cannot say that in behalf of the 
public, if moral principles do not 
exist in American institutions to 
give the public that protection, 
then American institutions are 
doomed to failure, forthe challenge 
here is the challenge to the govern- 
ment. (Applause.) 

“There ‘have been 28 causes 
brought before the court of indus- 
trial relations, most of them by or- 
ganized labor; 27 of them have been 
decided, and of the 27 decisions, 
that have been rendered, 26 have 
been accepted as entirely satisfac- 
tory both by the laboring men and 
the employers. (Appluase.) 


Fought by Labor. 

“In spite of the fact that every 
decision that has been made by the 
industrial court has brought bless- 
ings and help to labor, has been 
received with contentment by capi- 
tal. every labor union leader is 
tighting the court, not Only in Kan- 
sas, but elsewhere. Eleven states 
in the union are today discussing 
the probability of adopting an in- 
dustrial court law, and in every One 
of these states. the American Feder- 
ation of Labor, headed by union la- 
bor leaders, is fighting the law. 
These men realize that if govern- 
ment may find it—justice for the 
laboring man in his quarrel with his 
employer—then there will no longer 
be any reason why laboring” men 
should pay out of their ‘pockets 
every month a per cent of their sal- 
ary to keep going a lot of hard- 
faced, soft-handed radicals. (Ap- 
plause.) 

“Now, I do not blame Gompers 
and the other members of the pro- 
fessional labor leadersiasip. I. do 
not blame them. This is their job. 
Gompers has been at it for forty 
years, being a radical with the radi- 
cals, and a conservative with the 
conservatives, but for Gompers all 
the time. ; 

“My friends, I am getting tired 
of the type. of American who is 
cowardly at this hour. These are 
the United States and that we 
preach this afternoon is the doctrine 
of the United States. I have heard 
so much rotten, loose-lipped ‘stuff 
talked to us in the last few months 
under the guise of open-mindedness 
and academic freedom that I have 
no langer any patience with the 
shallow-minded American citizen 
who falls for the borrowed stuff 
of Europe. (Applanse.) 

Refers to Russia. 


“J have uttered no ward ‘this 
afternoon against Russia. God help 
Russia. She is walking Golgotha 
way, which peoples have ‘been call- 
ed upon to walk upon their journey 
from absolutism to representative 
government, but what she is pass- 
ing through today is a phase, and 
I pity the.American who cannot 
distinguish between the phase and 
the type. Russia is traveling as to- 
ward a type and it is not the type 
of the soviet form, it is the type 
of the American form. 

“As to America, we are_ saying 
to the Philippines today: ‘We will 
look you over, and if you are ready 
for free self-government, you have 
our pledge that you are going to 
have free self-zgovernment. That 
is the idealism for which we have 
fought always. That is the idealism 
that was akin to that for which 
we fought in the world war, and 
we are today a part of its results, 
and God help us to keep free of its 
evils and to give to the world the 
leadership of our wholesome 
strength. God help us to be worthy 
of the 60.000 that lie buried in the 
green soil of France, and the 150,- 
000 who have come home bearing the 
wounds of war and the 3,000,000 
who gave of their youth and 
strength and their fortunes that 
the cause of freedom as interpreted 
by our civilization might live. These 
are the principles that bind us this 
afternoon into a common brother- 
hood. and that brotherhood should 
stand to sav to both of the ele- 
ments of industrial strife: ‘Here's 
a part of the third party whose 
rights are paramount in the struc- 
gle and for whose protection the 
rovernment utters its sane and so- 
ber and righteous Voice.’ ”

Mrs. Kaber refused to touch the 
tempting breakfast and luncheon 
served in her cell today, declaring 
she would not eat, _— 

Mrs. Kaber’s refusal to eat is 
looked upon with concern by Sheriff 
Stanton, because of her weakened 
condition caused by loss of blood in 
her attempt at suicide in the New 
York jail. 

A new arrest was made today, a 
man said to have introduced Mrs. 
Kaber: to the woman arrested at 
Sandusky, Ohio, several days ago, a 
mid-wife, alleged to have furnished 
poison said to have been adminis- 
tered to Kaber in his food, was ar- 
rested in his home here, and, fol- 
lowing a severe grilling of the sus- 
pect late today, detectives predicted 
the actual assassins would be ar- 
rested tonight. 

As soon as the trial date was 
fixed for Mrs. Kaber and Miss Mc- 
Ardle, Prosecutor Stanton resumed 
the questioning of the two other 
women held for investigation, .and 
two men as suspicious ‘persons, in 
the hope of breaking down one of 
the women, a close friend of Mrs. 


Kaber, and both men. 
More Indictments, 

Two more indictments, both 
against women, are expected soon, 
one being against the mid-wife and 
the other against the friend of Mrs. 
Kaber, whom the latter accuses of 
making the plans for the murder of 
Kaber. 

irs. Kaber and her daughter both 
identified the midwile in an ex- 
amination this morning as Nnaving 
made a poison portion ior Ars. 
haber, to be fed to haber, and 
charged she also aided in procur- 
ing the assassins who murdered 
him, police declared. ‘The midwife 
struck back at Mrs, Kaber aimust 
before the identification was com- 
plete, charging her accuser with 
“wanting your husband, Dan dya- 
ber, put out of the way. 

Prosecutor Stanton said that as a 
result of the midwitfe’s ne 
coupled with her identilication Dy 
Mrs. Kaber and her daughter as the 
“poison-purveyor and assassin-pro- 
curer’ she is undoubtedly with the 
murder plot. 

Seven persons, five women and 
two men, are now in custody tor 
complicity in the murder. They are: 


Seven are Held. 


Mrs. Kaber indicted on two counts 
of first degree murder, one tor 
poisoning and a second for stabbing 
her husband to death. 

Marian McArdle, her daughter, 
also under indictment for murder. 

Mrs. Mary Brickel, mother of Mrs. 
Kaber and grandmother of Marian 
McArdle, indicted for murder fol- 
lowing her-confession of the part 
she took in the murder plot. 

Mrs. Brickel was moved from 
county jail today to a detention 
home, after being unable to secure 
$5,000 bond. , 

A midwife, arrested in Sandusky, 
Ohio, several days ago, who, Mrs. 
Kaber charged, prepared the poison 
potion fed Kaber and procured the 
assassins who were “to beat him 
up,” but killed him instead. 

A woman friend of Mrs. Kaber,

LAST WEEK’S 
FAILURES SHOW 
BIG INCREASE 


The 300 failures in the United 
States last week, as reported to R. 
G. Dun & Co., not unnaturally ex- 
ceed the previous. week’s total of 
264, which inchwded returns for 
only five days. From the 336 de- 
faults of three weeks ago there.is a 
decrease of 36, but a large increase 
appears in comparison with the 178 
insolvencies of this week last year. 
At that time, however, the business 
mortality was still unusually mod- 
erate. Of last week’s total of 300 
failures, 167 involved liabilities of 
$5,000 or more in,.each instance, or 
55.7 per cent of the aggregate num- 
ber. The ratio the week before was 
53.4 per cent, while a year ago, 
when there were 81 defaults for. 
$5,000 or more in each case, it was 
45.5 per cent. 

Numbering 32, insolvencies in 
Canada last week were 4 less than 
those of the previous week, despite 
the fact that one more day is in- 
cluded in last week’s statement. 
Three weeks ago the number was 
28, and in this week last year onlv 
10 Canadian failures were reported. 
Of last week’s total. 13 had an in- 
ae of more in 
each nstance; five-day 
period week before last there were 
18 such defaults, -while there were 
7 of these insolveneies during this 
week of 1920. 


Commodity Prices 
React; Decline Not 
Unexpected, Says Dun’s

Following week before last’s ex- 


tions of the last week in the cotton 
market carried the price of the 
most active contract months 25 to 
41 points higher thafm-the close of 
the preceding week and 8 to 22 
points lower, the close showing net 
losses of 3 to 15 points. The market 
moved over an extreme range of 46 
to 51 points, July trading as high 
as 12.27, as low as 11.80, and closing 
at 11.86. In the spot department 
middling lost 25 points in the net 
results, closing at 11.38, which price 
compared with 41 cents as the last 
price this week a year ago. 

Much of the selling of the week 
was due to an unfavorable opinion 
of trade, to the weakness in for- 
eign exchange and the breaks in the 
stock market. The failure to settle 
labor troubles in Great Britain was 
also used against values. Sensa- 
tional accounts of the great num- 
bers of bol! weevils being found in 
various parts of the belt, notably 
Texas and Georgia, also affected 
the market. There was also much 
talk of weevils in ‘north Louisiana, 
in portions of Mississippi, Alabama 
and South Carolina. Because of the 
numbers of the weevil reports at 
this early date the heavy showers of 
the week ‘over large areas in the 
belt we are regarded as highly un- 
favorable and as likely to cause a 
further spread of the pest. Some 
localities, which had plants far 
enough advanced, reported weevils 
attacking squares as fast as they | 
formed, ‘and both Alabama ard 
Georgia sent in word that the farm- 
ers plowing up wotton, the weevil 
was so numerous. One of the most 
sensational statements regarding 
the weevil was found in the weekly 
crop reviewed by the government, 
which stated that the insect was 
spreading everywhere in Georgia. 


DROP IN APRIL, 
ROADS REPORT 


Washington, June 12.—Railroads 
of the country earned $29,201,000 in 
| April, or .$1,494,000 less than in 
| March, according to reports trans- 


mitted to the interstate commerce 
commission by the carriers and 
made public today by the Associa- 
{tion Of Railway Executives. 

The earnings for April represent- 
ed a return on the valuation ten- 
tatively fixed by the commission for 
rate-making purposes of 2.18 per 
cent against 2.30 per cent for March, 
and were $51,286,000 short of the) 
amount contemplated by the trans- 
portation act. the statement of the 
railway executives said. 

Operating expenses rur April were 
86.74 per cent of the amount of the 
revenues, against 87.19 per cent tor 
March. showing, the statement said, 
that. while expenses were reduced 
during the month, revanues also fell 
off. During the eight months since 
the federal guaranty period ex- 
pired the roads have earned $279,- 
008,000, the statement said, which 
would be an annual rate of return 
of 2.41 per cent on the’ tentative 
valuation of the roads, or $414,253,- 
000 less than the amount contem- 
Plated to be earned from the rates 
established by the commission.

WILL PASS MONDAY 


Adoption of Right of Way 
Rule, 208 to 105, Shows 
Certainty of Resolution 
Victory. 


Washington, June 12.—After a 
bitter partisan fight the house yes- 
terday took up the Porter resolu- 
tion terminating the state of war 
between,the U. S. and the central 
powers, and will pass it Monday as 
a é6ubstitute for the Knox measure, 
repealing the declaration of war. 

Passage of the resolution is cer- 
tain, any lingering doubt in the 
minds of democratic leaders hav- 
ing been removed through adoption 
today, 208 to 105, of a rule giving 
the Porter proposal right of way 
in place of the Knox resolution al- 
ready in the senate. The republi- 
cans voted with the democrats op- 
posing its consideration, while three 
democrats stood with republicans in 


the fight to put it through. 

Reports were current tonight that 
more than’ a score of democrats 
would vote for the resolution in 

, the final roll cal] at 4:30 o’clock 
* Monday. 


Democrats Opposed. 


Democratic members in beginning 
today their attack on the measure 
first criticized what they character- 
ized as the “throttling of the house” 
by forcing acceptance of a resolu- 
tion which they said had been 
framed in secret by republican mem- 
bers of the foreign affairs commit- 
tee, and would not permit an amend- 
ment. Then turning sharply upon 
the resolution itself, the democrats 
declared it would meet the hearty 
approval “of every German, every 
slacker and every American traitor. 

Chairman Porter, of the foreign 
affairs committee, in charge of the 
measure, asserted the house was not 
ready to go as far as the senate 
and repeal the war declaration, for 
that, he said, might be regarded as 

an actual repudiation of the war in 
W hich thousands of American lives 
had been sacrificed. 

Statements of opponents of the 
resolution that by officially declar- 
ingg the state of war at an end 
America was abandoning the allies, 
or its fighting associates were de- 

* nied by Chairman Porter as a “gross 
misstatement of facts.” 

“All nations that signed the treaty 
of Versailles,” Mr. Porter said, ‘‘did 
sO with full knowledge that it was 
not effective, so far as the United 
States was concerned, until ratified 
by the senate.” 

Claims “Square Deal.” 


Mr. Porter insisted that since the 
allies had made peace in 1919 if 
there had be2n any abandonment 

“if has been of the United States by 
the allies.”’ 

“It may not be out of place to 
call attention to the fact,” he said, 
“that when the peace resolution 
reached the house the allies had in- 
vaded Germany for the enforcement 
of peace and adjustment of the repa- 
rations, and your committee decided 
it should forego action until Ger- 
many had conceded the demands of 
the allies and had shown her good 
faith by payment of the earnest 
money in the form of the firet in- 
stallment of the indemnity. We have 

* civen the allies the traditional 
‘square deal’ and now Intend to put 
our own house in order.” 

Reports that some members of 
the Georgia delegation would sup- 
port the resolution were borne out 

* in two instances. Representative 
Overstreet, democrat, of that state, 
epoke for its passage, and Repre- 
sentative Lankford, also of Georgia, 
was one of the

He 
also sets forth the property tax and 
educational qualifications of the va- 
rious states. 

Referring to Georgia, one of the 
eleven states concerned, his resolu- 
tion reads as follows: 


“The state of Georgia in 1920, 
according to the federal census, 
had a population of 1,421,606 
males and females over 21 years 
of age, ‘but information as‘ to 
the number of votes cast for 
candidates for congress at the 
election of 1920 was not fur- 
nished by the officials of said 
State (see congressional direc- 
tory—first session, 67th con- 
gress, May, 1921, page 151) and 
the constitution or laws of the 
said state require as qualifica- 
tion for voting that the voter 
must read and write or own 40 
acres of land or property assess- 
ed at $500. pay a poll tax and 
taxes due since 1877, the pur- 
pose, intent and effect of which 
was to deny the right to vote 
within the meaning of the con- 
stitution to citizens entitled to 
the right to vote. 

And when the congressman draws 
the conclusion that “all of the said 
many thousands of male and female 
citizens of fhe said states and of 
the United States were denied the 
right to participate in the said elec- 
ion of 1920 by reason of the con- 
stitutions or laws of the said 


states.” 

But not content with this state- 
ment, he incorporates in his reso- 
lution the following paragraph: 

Charges Partiality. 


“And, whereas, it is general- 
ally and commonly alleged and 
is susceptible to proof that in 
some of the said eleven states 
of the United States the laws jn 
relation to registration and in 
relation to the counting of bal- 
lots and otherwise were so un- 
fairly and with such partisan 
partiality administered in and 
prior to the congressional elec- 
tions in the year of 1929 as to 
designedly disfranchise persons 
constitutionally qualified to be- 
come electors.” 

Mr. Tinkham has been a member 
of the house during the 64th, 65th 
and 67th sessions of congress as a 
repubilcan representative from the 
section of Boston generally known 
as the “vighbrow district.” He has 
never oOeen scuth to study local 
conditions. 

In speaking to The Constitution 
in regard tv nis resolution he stat- 
ed that no questions of race or sec-~ 

ism had entered his mind

; In a nutshell, his po- 

sition is that all states should be 
ven representation on the same 
basis and that the south !{s getting 
representation upon a basis of pop- 
ulation, and not upon a basis of 
voting population. He even. went 
so far as to state that !t was all 
right with him if the southern 
states disqualified from voting all 
of their citizens, if they were will- 
ing to pay the price of giving up 
representation in congress, 

His formal statement, w 
given out to the press of 
try, is as follows: 

Tinkham’s Statement. 

“The fourteenth amendment to the 
conetitution in the plainest, most 
specific and mandatory language 
requires a general reduction of the 
basis of representation in the house 
of representatives and conséquentiy 
in the electoral college in those 
states where disfranchigsement 2x- 
ists in accordance with the degree 
of disfranchisement. 

“It is clearly the constitutional] 
duty of the census committee in 
preparing a general bill for appor- 
tionment of representatives among 
the eeveral states to obey and com- 
piy With the mandate contained in 
the fourteenth amendment. Other- 
wise there is a nullification of the 
constitution. There is a multipli- 
city of authorities to show this 
is true. 

“Any rule adopted for the reduc- 
tion of the basis of representation 
On account of disfranchisement of 
couree should apply to all states 
alike. e 

“There is no question that 
an apportionment has been made 
then a reduction of the basis of 
representation in the house of rep- 
resentatives and consequently in the 
electoral college may also be made 
in any state or states where dis- 
franchisement eXisc¢s. 

Claims Compliance. 

“The present committee on the 
census now drawing a general ap- 
portionment bill, however, has pass- 
ed a resolution in which it e6tates 
that it is the opinion of the wom- 
mittee that the fourteenth aamend- 
ment should be applied only in re- 
lation to a definite election and to 
a definite state or states. 

“As the census committee takes 
this position, I have therefore in- 
troduced this new resolution for re- 
duction of the basis of representa- 
tion in eleven. states. naming the 
election of 1920, and also the facts 
disclosing unconstitutional disfran- 
chisement in them, thus complying 
with the resolution of the census 
committee 

“The apportionment made in 1910 
was in full effect, and the law at 
the 1920 congressional election, and 
will remain the law and in effect 
until a new apportionment bill has 
been passed. 

“A petition has been signed by a 
sufficient number of republican 
members of the house of representa- 
tives to call an ‘immediate’ confer- 
ence of the republican membership 
in relation to what- action shall be 
taken with regard to the enforce- 
ment, and this petition has been 
delivered to the chairman of the 
conterence.”’
